A recent survey conducted by th$s office during ^ugust 
and September, 1967, failed to reveal the existence of 
any chapters of SNCC, CORE or RAM in North Carolina. 

The only black nationalist type group known to be 
operating in North Carolina is the Nation of Islam, with 
masques located in c harlotte, ^urham and Winston-Salem. 

It does not appear, at the present time, that a suitable 
opportunity exists for a counterintelligai ce endeavor 
against the NOI. However, this case should be reassigned 
to SA WALTER MCDONALD, who handles the NOI, and who is in 
a position to detect a counterintelligence opportunity 
against the NOI. 



Pursuant to instructions in relet, this case is being 
placed in a pending inactive ' status at the present time, 
and is being reassigned to SA MCDON/

Each of the above offices was to designate a 
Special Agent to coordinate this program. Replies to this 
letter indicated an Interest in counterintelligence against 
militant black nationalist groups that foment violence and 
several offices outlined procedures which had been effective 
in the past. For example, Washington Field Office had 
furnished information about a new Nation of Islam (NOI) 
grade school to appropriate authorities in the District 
of Columbia who investigated to determine if the school 
conformed to District regulations for private schools. In 
the process WFO obtained background information on the parents 
of each pupil. 

The Revolutionary Action Movement (RAM) , a pro- 
Chinese communist group, was active in Philadelphia, Pa., 
in the summer of 1967. The Philadelphia Office alerted 
local police, who then put RAM leaders under close scrutiny. 

They were arrested on every possible charge until they could 
no longer make bail. As a result, RAM leaders spent most of the 
summer in jail and no violence traceable to RAM took place. 

The Counterintelligence Program is now being 
expanded to include 41 of&ces. Each of the offices added 
to this program should designate an Agent familiar with black

to coordinate this program. This Agent will be responsible 
for the periodic progress letters being requested, but each 
Agent working this type of case should participate in the 
formulation of counterintelligence operations. 

GOALS 


For maximum effectiveness of the Counterintelligence 
Program, and to prevent wasted effort, long-range goals are 
being set. 

1. Prevent the eoalition of militant black 
nationalist groups. In unity there is strength; a truism 
that is no less valid for all its triteness. An effective 
coalition of black nationalist groups night be the first 
step toward a real "Mau Mau" in America, the beginning of 
a true black revolution. 

2. Prevent the rise of a "messiah" who could 
unify, and electrify, the militant black nationalist movement. 
Malcolm X might have been such a "Messiah;" be is the martyr 
of the movement today. Martin Luther King, Stokely Carmichael 
and Elijah Muhammed all aspire to this position. Elijah 
Muhammed is less of a threat because of his age . King could 
be a very real contender for this position should he abandon 
his supposed "obedience" to "white, liberal doctrines" 
(nonviolence) and embrace black nationalism. Carmichael 

has the necessary charisma to be a real threat in this way. 

3. . Prevent violence on the part of black 
nationalist groups. This Is of. primary importance, and is, 
of course, a goal of our investigative activity; it should 
also be a goal of the Counterintelligence Program. Through 
counterintelligence it should be possible to pinpoint potential 
troublemakers and neutralize them before they exercise their 
potential for violence. 

4. Prevent militant black nationalist groups and 
leaders from gaining respectability, by discrediting them 
to three separate segments of the community. The goal of 
discrediting black nationalists must be handled tactically 
in three ways. You must discredit these groups and 
individuals to, first, the responsible Negro community. 

Second, they must be discredited to the white community,

both the responsible community and to "liberals" vho have 
vestiges of sympathy for militant black nationalist simply 
because they are Negroes. Third, these groups must be 
discredited in the eyes of Negro radicals, the followers 
of the movement. This last area requires entirely different 
tactics from the first two. Publicity about violent tendencies 
and radical statements merely enhances black nationalists 
to the last group; it adds "respectability" in a different 
way. 


5. A final goal should be to prevent the long- 
range growth of militant black nationalist organizations, 
especially among youth. Specific tactics to prevent these 
groups from converting young people must be developed. 

Besides these five goals counterintelligence is 
a valuable part of our regular investigative program as it 
often produces positive information. 

TARGETS 

Primary targets of the Counterintelligence Program, 
Black Nationalist-Hate Groups, should be the most violent 
and radical groups and their leaders. We should emphasize 
those leaders and organizations that are nationwide in scope 
and are most capable of disrupting this country. These 
targets should include the radical and violence-prone 
leaders, members, and followers of the: 

Student Nonviolent Coordinating Committee (SNCC) 
Southern Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC) 
Revolutionary Action Movement (RAM) 

Nation of Islam (NOI)

Offices handling these cases and those of Stokely 
Carmichael of SNCC, H. Rap Brown of SNCC, Martin Luther King 
of SCLC, Maxwell Stanford of RAM, and Elijah Muhammed of 
NOI, should be alert for counterintelligence suggestions.

This is for target evaluation only, 
not for record purposes. Second, list Rabble-Rouser Index 
subjects who are militant black nationalists and any other 
militant black nationalist leaders who might be future 
targets of counterintelligence action because of their pro- 
pensity for violence. Include a minimum of background 
sliouT9 a su??ice each P® rson listed j * few descriptive sentences 

3.. List those organizations and individuals 
you consider of such potential danger as to be considered 
for current counterintelligence action. Briefly justify 
each target. 


4. Submit any suggestion you have for overall 
counterintelligence action or the administration of this 
program. Suggestions for action against any specific 
target should be submitted by separate letter. 

5. Submit, by separate letter, suggestions for 
counterintelligence action against the targets previously 
listed as field-wide. These should not be general, such 
as "publicize Stokely Carmichael's travel to communist 
countries," but should be specific as to target, what is 
to be done, what contacts are to be used, and all other 
information needed for the Bureau to approve a counter- 
intelligence operation. 

Thereafter, on a ninety. day basis, each office 
is to submit a progress letter summarizing counterintelligence 
operations proposed during the period, operations effected, 
and tangible results. Any changes in the overall black 
nationalist movement should be summarized in this letter. 

This should include new organizations, new leaders, and any 
changes in data listed under number two above. Suggestions 
for counterintelligence operations should not be set out 
in this progress letter. Use the following captions: 

1. Operations Under Consideration, 2. Operations 
Being Effected, 3. Tangible Results, and 4. Developments 
of Counterintelligence Interest. These 90 -day progress 
letters are due at the Bureau the first day of March, June, 
September, and December, excepting March, 1968.

Third, these groups must be 
discredited in the eyes of Negro radicals, the followers 
of the movement. This last area requires entirely different 
tactics from the first two. Publicity about violent tendencies 
and radical statements merely enhances black nationalists 
to the last group; it adds "respectability" in a different 
way. 


5. A final goal should be to prevent the long- 
range growth of militant black nationalist organizations, 
especially among youth. Specific tactics to prevent these 
groups from converting young people must be developed. 

Besides these five goals counterintelligence is 
a valuable part of our regular investigative program as it 
often produces positive information. 

TARGETS 

Primary targets of the Counterintelligence Program, 
Black Nationalist-Hate Groups, should be the most violent 
and radical groups and their leaders. We should emphasize 
those leaders and organizations that are nationwide in scope 
and are most capable of disrupting this country. These 
targets should include the radical and violence-prone 
leaders, members, and followers of the: 

Student Nonviolent Coordinating Committee (SNCC) 

Southern Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC) 

Revolutionary Action Movement (RAM) 

Nation of Islam (NOI) 

Offices handling these cases and those of Stokely 
Carmichael of SNCC, H. Rap Brown of SNCC, Martin Luther King 
of SCLC, Maxwell Stanford of RAM, and Elijah Muhammed of 
NOI, should be alert for counterintelligence suggestions.

The Bureau wants to bring a highly successful 
counterintelligence operation to the attention of all 
counterintelligence offices, so that all offices will 
be aware of the type of results that can be obtained 
in this program.

The Bureau authorized furnishing the source data 
on a confidential basis and the show appeared 7/7/68. A 
great deal of research was done by Miami Agents and it 
resul ■ ed in an excellent program. The show, which ended 
with quotes from the Director on the nature of the New 
Left, was so well received that the television station 
received requests for a film of the show by local civic 
groups. 

As you are aware publicity about New Left 
and black nationalist groups, especially television 
coverage, sometimes enhances the stature of these groups. 

At the same time, Miami has demonstrated that a carefully 
planned television show can be extremely effective in 
showing these extremists for what they are. Local New 
Left and black nationalist leaders were interviewed on 
the show and seemed to have been chosen for either their 
inability to articulate or their simpering and stupid 
appearance . 

Miami furnished a film of this diow for Bureau 
review and it was apparent that the television source 
used the very best judgment in editing comments by 
those extremists. He brought out that they were in 
favor of violent revolution without their explaining 
why. Rut he also brought out that they, personally, 
would be afraid to lead a violent revolution, making 
them appear to be cowards. The interview of black 
nationalist leaders on the show had the leaders seated, 
ill at ease, in hard chairs. Full-length camera shots 
showed each movement as they squirmed about in their 
chairs, resembling rats trapped under scientific 
observation. * 

Each counterintelligence office should be 
alert to exploit this technique both for black nationalists 
and New Left types. Miami learned from sources that those 
who appeared on the show realized that it presented them 
in a most unfavorable light. One even complained to the 
television station about it. This counterintelligence 
operation will be of great value in the South Florida area

and the Bureau hopes these results can be duplicated in 
other offices. Success in this case resulted from hard 
work and acumen on the part of the Agents who handled 
the matter. Especially important was the choice of 
individuals interviewed as they did not have the ability 
to stand up to a professional newsman. The fine job of 
interviewing and editing done by the news people involved 
was also most important. 

Each office should be alert to the possibility 
of using this technique. No counterintelligence action 
should be taken without Bureau authority. For your 
information operations of this type must be handled 
through reliable, established sources and must be set 
up so that the FBI is not revealed as the source.

The Bureau authorized furnishing the source data 
on a confidential basis and the show appeared 7/7/68.

The show, which ended 
with quotes from the Director on the nature of the New 
Left, was so well received that the television station 
received requests for a film of the show by local civic 
groups i 

As you are aware publicity about New Left 
and black nationalist groups, especially television 
coverage, sometimes enhances the stature of these groups. 

At the same time, Miami has demonstrated that a carefully 
planned television show can be extremely effective in 
showing these extremists for what they are. Local New 
Left and black nationalist leaders were interviewed on 
the show and seemed to have been chosen for either their 
inability to articulate or their simpering and stupid 
appearance. 

Miami furnished a film of this^iow for Bureau 
review and it was apparent that the television source 
used the very best judgment in editing comments by 
these extremists. He brought out that they were in 
favor of violent revolution without their explaining 
why. But he also brought out that they, personally, 
would be afraid to lead a violent revolution, making 
them appear to be cowards. The interview of black 
nationalist leaders on the show had the leaders seated, 
ill at ease, in hard chairs. Full-length camera shots 
showed each movement as they squirmed about in their 
chairs, resembling rats trapped under scientific 
observation. ; 

Each counterintelligence office should be 
alert to exploit this technique both for black nationalists 
and New Left types. Miami learned from sources that those 
who appeared on the show realized that, it presented them 
in a most unfavorable light. One even complained to the 
television station about it. This counterintelligence 
operation will be of great value in the South Florida area

The committee has designed a questionnaire to obtain a 
reading qh a confidential basis of individual experience by 
large as well as small firms. The questionnaire has been 
distributed, but only limited returns -have been received to date. 
It is intended that the results will serve to determine the 
extent to' which an information center should .he conducted by 
the Chamber as to subsidies available and application procedures 
involved. It is .planned also that this questionnaire will 
probably furnish other information of value, the specific nature 
of which is not yet apparent.

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TIME TO SPEAK UP 

The deepening schi^fti'ithin the Negro community over tactics of 
; goals, gleefully tosieied distorted by insensitive and irresponsible ne^& 
media, is headed toward a mjajor internal crisis requiring each of us to stand 
up and be counted. Differences among black folk in this country are not 
new, but a new ingredient has been added — the attempt by a small minority 
of blcck extremists to force compliance with its views and toctics. This 
nihilistic minority professes disdain for all "white" values while at the same 
lime invoking and utilizing, cs instruments of controversy, the worst prac- 
tices of the most benighted stratum of white society, to wit, obscene name- 
calling, threats, intimidation, suppression of opposing views and violence. 

The emergence of this swaggering band of black extremists demand- 
ing abandonment of democratic methods and goals and a reversal of the 
trend toward integration must be met head-on by the vast majority of 
Negroes who reject the minority's tactics ond goals. To be sure, the new 
mood has been generated by white America's historic racism. In turn, the 
new black mood nurtures further white racism. 

Campaigning in New York City lost month. Senator Edmund S. Muskie, 
the Democratic nominee for Vice President, challenged responsible people 
of both races to speak up. "V/e must break through the terrible cycle of 
action and reaction, assault and counter-assault, hatred and response to 
hatred," he said. / 

"The only way to break this vicious cycle," Senator Muskie continued, 
"is for the moderates in bo.’h communities to cope with the merchants of 
hare and violence within their own ranks. To date, the moderates— both 
black and white — hove been too silent." t ■ - 

On our part, as on the part of white folk, there is urgent need for 
strong and unequivocal re-affirmation of our commitment to the democratic 


processes as d means of attaining, here in our homeland, full, equal and 
unfettered rights for America's 22,000-,000 black folk. This means a repu- 
diation of the nihilism of the extremists who ere shrilly and insistently 
espousing apartheid; racism, including anti-Semitism; intimidation and vio- 
lence. 

Most fatuous of the extremists' exhortations is the coll for "black revolu- 
tion" — the seizure of power by the Negro minority. Any revolution remotely 
possible in this country of this time would not be one thet advances the 
position ond cause of Negroes. Rather it would be a revolution of the Right 
suppressing not only the black community but also curtciling the basic 
liberties of the total society. 

Repeated surveys and polls by reputable and impartial opinion testers 
show that this minority misrepresents the true views and aspirations of the 
majority of the nation's Negro population. A September, 1968, survey by 
the Columbia Broadcasting System found that the "great majority of 
Negroes Still want integration and want to achieve equality through legal 
means. Only a very small minority of Negroes approve of violent tactics, 
nine out o?^ ten in the survey expressing disapproval of violence to achieve 
equality." 

Notwithstanding the evidence that the Negro masses remain com- 
mitted to the program and tactics which have brought substantial gains 
in the struggle for equality, the voices within the Negro community which 
publicly express this majority view have been few and, often, lonely. 
Partly this has been because of a tendency on the pert of the news media 
to by-pass spokesmen for the majority end to project the minority spokes- 
men as the authentic voices of the Negro community. There is the additional 
factor that responsible leaders who speck out against the extremists have 
been subjected to threats of violence. Moreover, Negro leaders have tradi- 
tionally been reluctant to speak out publicly in opposition to other black 
spokesmen. 

But the time has come for speaking out loud ar.d clear lest the entire 
race be branded as hate-mongers, segregationists, advocates of violence, 
and worse. The silent majority must let its views bo known not merely in polls 
but also in print, on the rostrum, and via redio and television. The time 
for silence or muted voices Is post. The extremists must bo answered promptly 

and forthrightly in the name of the majority. Their racism and anti-Semitism

In a n^^ago to the founding conference of the Nuiiorol Association 
for the Advancement of Colored People in 1909, William Lloyd Garrison 
expressed the hope “that the Conference will utter no uncertain seunJ on 
any point affecting the vital subject. No port of it is too delicate for plain 
speech." 

So it is todey. let there be "no uncertain sound" on the issue con- 
fronting us. To make the record clear, let us repeat again and. again so 
thot none need be unaware of the Truth: Block America rejects ond con- 
demns separction, racism, intimidation, suppression of free speech, ond 
violence. Let it be known that the preachers of hate, the defeatists ofraid 
to compete in the open market, the name callers who substitute epithets ond 
slogans for reason, the exhorfers v/ho summon Negro youth to death in 
futile shoot-outs with the police and the military — let it be known thot these 
media-created "leader, s" are not our spokesmen. 

Dissent, protest and miiilcncy, yes. Intimidation, disruption, suppres- 
sion of free speech, extremism and violence, no! 

' The time to speak up in no uncertain terms, to rally the silent block 
majority to c constructive program of responsible militancy and resistance 
to extremism, is now. Tomorrow muy be too late.

PARTY, POSSIBLE FEDERAL PROSECUTION, ANTIRIOT. LAWS", the 
Bureau advised that the Criminal Division of the department 
has advised It will, after conferring with appropriate 
U.S. Attorney, authorize arrest of all Black Panther Party 
members who are in violation of Title 7, Section 1202(a), 
of the Omnibus Crime Control and Safe Streets Act of 1968, 
Gun Control Act of 1968 and Violations of Title 18, 

Section 231, under certain conditions. It is noted that 
Title 7, Section 1202(a), Omnibus Crime Control and 
Safe Streets Act of i960, prohibits possession of firearms 
by convicted felons, veterans discharged under dishonorable 
conditions, mental incompetence, persons who have 
renounced citizenship and aliens illegally or unlawfully 
in United States. Mere possession of a shotgun or rifle 
is sufficient and it is not necessary to establish 
Interstate transportation.

checks are conducted, submitting ED-9 to the Bureau in all 
cases. Informants should be canvassed for any specific 
information in their possession regarding the individual and 
SAC or Bureau authority requested for an interview of the 
. individual, pursuant to instructions. In selected cases, 

telephone toll records should be obtained which would Indicate 
.. possible contacts of leaders and other active members outside 
% their respective cities. Members current residence,

Referenced teletype disclosed that about twenty 
dissidents from the BPP led by Tommy Jones and Richard Anderson 
held a press conference two doors away from BPP National Head- 
quarters, Berkeley, California. This press conference was in 
response to one held by Bobby Seale, BPP chairman, the day before 
at which time Seale had denounced Jones as an FBI informant and 
agent provocateur. Seale stated that Jones had been expelled 
from the BPP for armed robbery. Jones in return accused the 
Panthers of assassination and denied being an informant. Jones 
stated that the dissidents were not going to take this kind of 
treatment lying down. Another of the dissidents, 

Richard Anderson, charged that he was thrown out because he 
wanted to follow the ten point program laid down by Huey Newton. 
He charged that Panthers changed their beliefs every day, 
sometimes following Stalin, Lenin or Marx and then switching 
to MAO Tse-tung, Anderson estimated that more than 100 persons 
had been expelled from the BPP in recent . months . Unidentified 
women said that they left the BPP in disgust when they learned 
the Panthers did not respect Party doctrine concerning the 
protection of black women.

GENERAL RACIAL SITUATION 

During the inspection, it was pointed out that there 
were occasions wherein the Charlotte Division did not advise 
the Bureau of incidents of racial violence in a timely manner. 

It is noted that this information concerning activity which 
occurs during the night within the Charlotte Division must be 
brought to the attention of the Bureau prior to 6:00 A. M. 
the following morning. You should establish your liaison in 
such a manner that this information will be received on a timely 
basis. 


The inspector also pointed out that, in connection 
with the continuing survey captioned "Possible Racial Violence, 
Major Urban Areas," this must give an accurate assessment of 
the potential for violence in the major areas of the territory 
and should not only include checks of police officials and 
community leaders but the checks of liaison sources and other 
"grassroot" informants.

The inspector instructed that, with regard to 
counterintelligence action in the black extremist field, the 
program in Charlotte is to be pursued more aggressively, 
noting that any proposed counterintelligence action contemplated 
must be first furnished to the Bureau for approval. 

In view of the fact black extremist activity occurs 
in almost all areas of the state, each Agent should be alert 
to possible counterintelligence activities which would result 
in the disruption or curtailment of black extremist activities. 

BLACK PANTHER PARTY 

The inspector pointed out that, although the Charlotte 
Division penetrated the Black Panther Party (BPP) during its ( 
formation, additional coverage at Charlotte and Winston-Salem, 
North Carolina, is considered necessary and must be developed 
at the earliest possible date. 

The inspector also instructed that every logical 
avenue be explored to develop violations of local or federal 
laws by BPP members . 

BLACK EXTREMIST ACTIVITIES ON COLLEGE CAMPUSES 


The inspector pointed out that violence has occurred 
on college campuses in North Carolina in the past, and there 
is no reason to believe that there will not be a re-occurrence 
of disturbances on campuses within the Charlotte Division 
during the forthcoming school year. This is further evidenced 
by the fact HOWARD LAMAR FULLER (Agitator Index subject), 
presently organizing Malcolm X Liberation University at Durham, 
North Carolina, is currently engaged in activities in opposition 
to court-ordered desegregation of schools. Additional targets 
for informant development are to immediately be obtained in 
the Malcolm X Liberation University. 

NATION OF ISLAM 

The inspector commented that the Nation of Islam (NOI) 
has three mosques within the Charlotte Division, and individual. 
BPP members have attended NOI meetings. It is likely additional 

- 2 - 
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efforts will be made to involve members of the NOI in 
extremist activity, and this should be followed closely 
through a member informant. 

INFORMANT COVERAGE 

With the resumption of the fall semester, it can 
be expected that black extremists will again be active on 
the campuses of colleges located in the Charlotte Division. 

The inspector instructed that Charlotte must be in a position 
to furnish advance information concerning the plans of black 
extremists on college campuses. Reliance upon administrative 
authorities on campus will not provide the information required 
in this respect. 

The inspector noted that many FD-209s list positive 
contacts with informants and also record file numbers and 
titles in cases concerning which the informant furnished 
information. Page 8, Section 107, of the Manual of Instructions 
provides that, when positive information is received, the 
informant’s administrative file should only show the dates 
positive data was secured. The file number is only required 
relative to negative contacts, and the title should not be 
set forth regarding negative contacts unless the inquiry 
concerned a portion of the subjects listed in the title of a 
case involving numerous subjects. 

GHETTO INFORMANT PROGRAM 

The inspector instructed that the ghetto informant 
program must be immediately intensified in all areas. He 
pointed out that, while it is not possible to set hard and 
fast rules as to the number of ghetto informants required to 
afford adequate coverage in a given ghetto area, it is obvious, 
for example, that there are no ghetto informants at all in 
several Resident Agency territories and several others are 
totally inadequate. 

AGITATOR INDEX 

The inspector noted Charlotte has 28 subjects on 
the Agitator Index and reminded that the standards for inclusion 
of an individual are that he be a prominent agitator who 

- 3 - 
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(1) has demonstrated by his actions and/or speeches that he 
has a propensity for fomenting disorders of a racial and/or 
security nature and (2) he has attracted such attention 
nationally or locally as to be of significant interest in 
regard to the overall civil disorders picture. 

OBSERVATIONS AND INSTRUCTIONS 

The inspector noted that all investigative personnel 
are to be alert for any foreign involvement in the racial 
movement, particularly with regard to black extremist organizations, 
and to be alert to the possibility of arms and ammunition coming 
into the possession of black nationalists and other black 
extremists, pointing out that the thefts of arms and ammunition 
from military establishments have increased. 

The inspector pointed out that racial matters must 
receive the SAC's continuous personal attention and demand 
the full cooperation and effort of all Agents regardless of 
assignment. It is the SAC's responsibility to obtain advance 
information concerning potential violence and to keep the 
Bureau and interested federal and local authorities immediately 
advised of all pertinent developments. Nothing less is 
acceptable, and the best intelligence is of no consequence 
without timely dissemination. !

In the midst of a financial ' 
crisis brought off by 
parishioners’ reaction to the na- 
tional Episcopal Church's 
$15,000 grant to Malcolm X Lib- 
eration .

Fraser told Modeste, “We are 
faced .with drastic cuts in our 
diocesan program and hi our 
quota to the national church. 

He said it is impossible to 
draw up a budget for 1970 
“since many of our quota ac- 
ceptances are tentative, some 
acceptances have been reduced 
or withdrawn and others are 
dependent upon our Diocesan 
Convention” this month. 

"We cannot determine the ex- 
tent of our deficit in spite of 
vigorous efforts ... to arrive 
at a firm figure," Fraser wrote 
Modeste. 

“If we eliminate the national 
church almost completely the 
diocesan programs can survive. 
If the diocese shares the deficit 
with the national church, the 
support of our own urban crisis 
program, St. Augustine’s Col- 
lege, St. Mary’s Junior College 
and our summer conference 
centers are highly threatened.”

In correspondence to all 
clergymen and senior wardens 
in the diocese, Fraser said he 
feels the handling of business 
involving Malcolm X Liberation 
University violates "simple 
management procedures" and 
that Modeste’s action in re- 
fusing reports on the grant puts 
the diocese in "an impossible 
position ir. providing leadership 
for that . program in the 
diocese." 

Fraser .WTole Modeste, “At

PERSONAL ATTENTION 


St, Louis advised at a recent conference concerning 
the handling of racial informants that it instructed one of 
its racial informants who held a leadership position in the 
now defunct "Black Liberators," a black extremist organization, 
to have the United States Post Office forward mail addressed 
to the defunct organization to a post office box under control 
of the racial informant. On January 15, 1970, the racial 
informant furnished an envelope addressed to the "Black 
Liberators" bearing a return address in Cuba containing a 
request that the recipient acknowledge receipt of the letter 
to an individual at an address in Prague, Czechoslovakia, 

The technique used by St, Louis in this instance 
developed information concerning an apparent attempt by a 
foreign power to make contact with a black extremist 
organization. This same technique could enable us to develop 
information concerning plans being made by extremist groups 
within the United States, 

Each Special Agent in Charge should not overlook the 
success St, Louis achieved through the use of a racial informant 
in this instance. Insure that racial informants logically 
situated to employ this technique are afforded guidance and 
direction so that no opportunity is lost to develop highly 
significant information available to them.

As noted in referenced teletype, a split has occurred 
in the BPP group at Winston-Salem, N. C. In order to 
capitalize on this split, Charlotte desires to obtain 
publicity concerning the fact that DOUGLAS PAUL MIRANDA has 
been brought in to a position of possible leadership over 
local individuals. In addition, it would appear that 
publicity concerning the fact that ROBERT TAYLOR GREER, 
former leader at Winston-Salem who is now out of the group, 
would be beneficial, as GREER had a better reputation than the 
present leadership. -< 

In order to accomplish this, Charlotte desires to 
contact RAY SNYDER of the News Department, Radio Station WTOB, 
Winston-Salem, N. C., and discreetly furnish SNYDER information 
concerning the fact that MIRANDA is now in Winston-Salem, along 
with information that he is formerly a leader in New Haven. 
Also, information should be furnished SNYDER concerning the 
fact that GREER is no longer affiliated with the group, and is 
possibly bitter toward these individuals, it being uoted that 
SNYDER is acquainted with GREER due to his coverage of news 
events, including BPP rallies.

Four pigs were offed this past week... 
a victory for the people, a tactical ex- 
ample-moves of oppressed people for 
their ultimate attainment of liberation. 
It would be a great event if we could 
attribute this act to some brother who

case. These four pigs were killed by 
two men trying to escape capure for 
another crime they had supposedly al- 
ready committed; their reasoning was 
not to deal with the oppressor or the 
symbols of his ’presence’ - it was 
a matter of survival. When I say 
survival, I'm not relating to the sur- 
vival of a race or group of people as 
is the concern of revolutionaries, but 
l am referring in this case to indivi- 
dual survival. 

What then is the reason for even 
dealing with the deaths of these four 
pigs since it cannot be labeled ‘rev- 
olutionary’ or as having been done in 
the ‘service of the people'. ...the rea- 
son is simple enough. The deaths of 
these four pigs mid especially their 
dying in this manner should point out 
the fallacy of the ‘superman’ image 
of the pigs and the plausibility of deal- 
ing with them in such a manner in 
the interest of the masses and the 
liberation of the oppressed people of 
Babylon. 

The pigs have always tried to main- 
tain an image of being ‘indestructable,”

Information on the local scene indicates Miranda is slated 
to take over the local Winston-Salem Branch of the National 
Committee to Combat Vascism, replacing the more responsible 
‘ Robert T. Greer, Greer, and the more stable portion of the 
Local NCCF, 'have diesassociated themselves from the group due to 
the selfstyled dictatorial policies of Larry Little, who was 
formerly known as the Lieutenant of Information. 

It is little wonder that the membership of the local 
NCCF remains at less than 10, when consideration is given 
to the complete lack of community support for the radical 
program of ; Little, now that Robert T. Greer and his friends 
have publicly dissassociated themselves from .the group. 

Greer impressed this reporter as a true servant of the 
people, while Little gives the impression of being a community 
parasite, similar to the avaricious businessmen of the black 
community. Little lives off the people and returns nothing. 

It is rumored Little and his friends support themselves on 
"donations", which they obtain in the name of the "Breakfast 
foi' Children Program." 

At Winston-Salem State University the roof of Fries 
Auditorium Collapsed last Saturday night, June 13, 1970. 

This was during a rain storm and was blamed by authorities 
on the fact that the storm drains on the roof were stopped up. 
which caused water to remain on the roof. The Auditorium, built 
in 1939, contained approximately 1,000 seats ana was -a campus 
landmark.

It was learned that a group of ten or twelve young 
Negro males have formed a' local organization that they call 
"SOUL Machettes" and that this group apparently is attempting 
to pattern themselves as a black militant group. These 
individuals seem to stay in the area of Patterson and 10th and 
at Cleveland and 10th Streets, but the identity of none of 
these individuals is known. It was noted that the leader of 
this group was supposedly kicked out of the Black panther party 
several months ago, but no factual information is known, and 
it should be noted they appear to be a local group with no 
interstate connections and are more properly considered a 
street gang. 

It has also been learned that from recent contacts 
with one or more Black panther members, it was noted the panthers 
have recently been in very bad need of money, and in order to 
conserve this money they themselves are eating only one meal 
a day, and they do not know how they are going to replace the 
clothes they now have. 

Several young Negro males have been noted laughing 
about the panther party and commenting on a letter received in 
the Black Panther neighborhood recently depicting LARRY LITTLE 
as a parasite and an avaricious business man. From comments 
noted in the Negro neighborhood, it is felt this letter 
probably had quite an effect and may serve to further reduce 
donations. It was noted by the source of this information 
that if more letters were forthcoming from whoever sent this 
one, it could have a profound effect on the effectiveness of 
the Black panther party in Winston-Salem.

Little, If any* mention Is made of Lonnie McLucas, 
and it causes this reporter to wonder if a North 
Carolina born and raised person is as important 
to the revolution as the 'Vanguards from the West 
Coast* 

' "On the local scene Larry Little continues 
to resemble more closely the avaricious businessmen 
and slumlords of the black community each day that 
he operates. It is hard to see the good that Little 
does even if it exists because of the dictatorial

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manner in which bo conducts the affairs of the 
Winston-Salem Branch of the national Committee 
to Combat Fascism. It has been learned that 
Little continues to live off the people and 
return nothing. It is hard to see how two or 
three articles a month in the Black Panther 
Party newspaper assist In improving the 
conditions of the black people of Wlraion- 
Salem * when Little could be doing productive 
work and not eating community food which could 
then be given to needy block children.”

TIM HARRIS, of Malcolm X Liberation University (MXLU) 
is presently driving a blue Volkswagen which has been loaned 
to him by some unknown individual associated with MXLU. HARRIS 
continues to visit Greensboro, North Carolina, occasionally 
where he supposedly is working with some group which is to 
either be associated with MXLU or to be somewhat like MXLU. 

It is noted that there is something similar to MXLU in Greens- 
boro at the present time, although probably much smaller. 

HARRIS, on several occasions during the spring of 1970, 
took books from MXLU, Durham, to somewhere in Greensboro, North 
Carolina. 

It is further noted that during the spring of 1970, 
H0V7ARD FULLER had told HARRIS to go to Greensboro and attempt 
to recruit people. It was noted that ERIC EVANS may also go by 
the nickname NIKEWA (ph) . 

On July 30, 1970, two white males wearing white 
pants and sport shirts, having long sideburns, were observed 
outside MXLU on the railroad tracks taking pictures of the 
building and students, using 35 mm cameras. The white males 
were unknown to any of the MXLU people and they did not appear 
•to be associated with the police or local newspapers. 


The MXLU building on Pettigrew Street is well stocked 
with supplies and has at least three electric typewriters 
upstairs.

On 10/19/70, Winston-Salem PD Officer JEFF LANDRETH 
advised that two Negro males and two Negro females in a black 
over red Dodge Duster with black wall tires and' aluminum rims 
followed Police Officers TAYLOR and MCDONALD while they were 
investigating a complaint in the area of Glenn and Trade Streets 
in the Negro section. He advised that the Information he 
received indicated that they were intentionally obviously 
shadowing the police officers while on duty in that area. 

One Negro male wore a baseball cap, gray jacket 
and gray work uniform and the second Negro male wore a white 
trench coat, purple shirt and maroon tij&'cr with light colored 
pants and gold rimmed glasses. Both Negro females had on 
white uniforms and one wore a red sweater. They were all in 
their late teens or early twenties. 

He noted also that Officer SPILLMAN in Winston-Salem 
PD was run off the rode late Sunday night or early Monday morning 
by what appeared to be a carload of young Negro males. He got 
to a lighted area before he went off the road, and when he 
came oSt of the car with his gun, they were approaching him 
with sticks but when they saw the gun, they left. He allegedly 
fired at the car as they fled. 

No further information was available concerning the 
above incident and it is not known whether this was a racial 
incident or a case of mistaken identity or what the situation 
was.

On September 25, 1970, Huey 
P, Newton was Invited by Pro- 
ject Awareness to speak at Ho- 
ward University for $1000.00. 
This was agreed upon and later 
rejected after the Black Pan- 
ther Party decided that Howard 
University could afford more. It 
would seem that Huey P. Newton 
would want to come and speak 
to the D.C. community for free. 
If a leader has Information and 
a program for his people to 
adopt, why Is it that the people 
should have to pay for it. This 
has never happened in the his- 
tory of any revolutionary coun- 
try. 

On November 15, 1970, mem- 
bers of the Panther Organiza- 
tion In D.C. were asked to speak 
at Meridian Hill. Five minutes 
before they were scheduled to 
speak, a Panther member came 
and informed the residents that 
there were orders from National 
Headquarters that no one was to 
leave the Panther office, there- 
fore no one could come to speak. 
If no one was supposed to leave 
the offic e why did thev eom» ml 
tell us that?

November 20, 1970, Huey P. 
Newton was scheduled by the 
Sophmore Class of Liberal Arts 
to speek at Howard. Six days 
before he was to speak, the 
coordinator (Raymond Johnson) 
recleved a call which Informed 
him of the fact that the Soph- 
more Class had to move his 
speaking time up from 8:00 P.M. 
to 1:00 P.M. He was told that 
Huey P. Newton had to speak 
at 8:00 In Virginia. It Is now 
said that he spoke at a White 
university. Did Huey P. Newton 
put a Black University second 
to a white one? Four days before 
he was to speak the coordina- 
tor contacted the Black Pan- 
ther Party Headquarters. Hewas 
then told that Huev Newton’s 
speaking engagement was can- 
celled. The reason being that, 
they got the Impression from a 
Howard student that If Huey NY v- 
ton came, no one would come to 
see him (the admission was free), 
and that Howard University could 
not afford the $500.00 honorarium 
to pay him. The coordinator then 
asked them to re-schedule It.

In light of above developments this 
program has been intensified by selected offices and should 
be further expanded to increase measurably the pressure on 
the BPP and its leaders. 


San Francisco and New York are already involved 
in counterintelligence actions and should continue to be 
alert for further opportunities. All other recipients 
should immediately devise at least two counterintelligence 
proposals and submit same to Bure au by 2/ 10/7 IT. JUrst 
proposal should be aimed strictly at creating dissension 
within the local branch. Second proposal should be aimed 
at creating dissension or problems between local branch 
and/or its leaders and BPP national headquarters. Submit 
each proposal in a separate airtel referencing this 
communication and in first paragraph specifically indicate 
whether proposal aimed at local dissension or national 
dissension. 


In order for these proposals to be effective it 
is imperative that a close analysis be made of weaknesses 
and problems within the local BPP branch and that all 
proposals submitted be imaginative and timely. No proposal 
should be implemented without specific Bureau approval.

On August 6, 1971, it was learned that some of the 
Black panther Party members planned to go to High Point, North 
Carolina, on August 7, 1971, concerning bond for the "High 
Point Four". . 

A revolutionary school is being planned and conducted 
at 1333 North Patterson with the primary teacher being MARY 
MC DONALD. She is a graduate of A& T University in Greensboro, 
and her husband is RUSSELL MC DONALD, who is head of distribution 
for the Black panther party paper in North Carolina. 

It is increasingly evident that there appears to be 
some wealthy individual providing funds for the panthers, and 
general conversation indicates that a Dr. MC CLOUD has provided 
financial and medical aid to the Blade panther party. 

From conversation, it is indicated that they have 
$7,000 in pledges toward the bond money for the "High Point 
Four" and they want to get out either the man with the bad heart 
or the one who got shot first. 

Conversation indicates the Black panther Party is 
aware of a girl named PAULINE BOWMAN from Walkertown, North 
Carolina, who was at one time in the Malcolm X Liberation 
University in Durham, North Carolina. She is allegedly a 
graduate of Winston-Salem State University and her mother is 
MILDRED BOWMAN, and her brother is WALTER BOWMAN. There was no 
indication, however, that she was either a panther member or 
a sympathizer at this time. 

A photograph of WILBERT LEE ALLEN was displayed and 
it was noted that individual has never been seen in or around 
the Winston-Salem or High point area.

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August 8, 1971 


On August 8, 1971, it was learned that RAY FREEMAN, 
SHIRLEY BROWN, and MARY MASTRONI (phonetic), are all here from 
Lumberton, along with TOMMY FREEMAN, who is RAY's brother. 

They are learning about the Black panther party and will go 
back to Lumberton to set up an organization there. 

The panther party here has written a letter to BOBBY 
SEAL inviting him to come to the trial of the "High point Four" 
in High point. He has written a letter in return saying that 
at this time he planned to come for the trial and unless 
something bigger came up lie would be here. He stated this was 
of course if the panther party here could guarantee protection 
for him as he said there had been several attempts on his life. 

A letter has been received from San Francisco 
Headquarters indicating they want this chapter to send $300 
out there for a contribution toward the bond of RACHEL MC KEE, 
whom they describe only as a political prisoner. 

The panthers here are also trying to get DAVID 
HILLIARD to come here for the "High point Four" trial.

Whether or not there has been any effort to develop 
Panther party in these cities was not indicated on the list and 
conversation by Panthers about this list indicate they also want 
to link up with cities in Virginia, such as Danville, Virginia, 
but these cities will all be under the control of Winston-Salem. 

During conversation, FREDDIE RICHARDSON from Greensboro, 
North Carolina, was mentioned. It was indicated he was not a 
Black panther party member, but was close to the party and he 
lived on Hibler Street, possibly 315 Hibler. He is close to 
black students at A & T and UNC-Gj and was described as a ’’hustler’’ 
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and ‘•pusher". He is 205 pounds, has an Afro, possible a beard, 
and has a pimply, medium black, complexion. He is 25 years old, 
5 feet 9 inches, may have a burn scar on his right arm, and 
works at the Burlington Finishing Mill, Kernersville, North 
Carolina.

t On August 9, 1971, contact with the panthers at 1333 

North Patterson indicated that WALTER DURHAM went to Guilford 
Technical School in Guilford county and studied to be an artist. 
His residence is approximately five miles west of Chapel Hill, 
North Carolina. He is now taking up the function of doing the 
art work for the party. 

BERNARD PATTERSON is supposed to live in a small 
community called "I May Grow” in Danville, Virginia, and his 
address is 122 Warren Street, with telephone number 792-3019. 

He is getting ready to leave here for Danville, Virginia, as 
; he hurt a leg playing basketball and must go to a doctor there. 

HAVEN HENDERSON and TOMMY FREEMAN are on the streets 
selling Black panther party papers today. HAZEL MACK was noted 
on the street and she has been to Pittsburgh as she states a 
brother passed away there recently. 

Conversation indicates the panthers have $800 to try 
to get people out of. jail in High point, and this is not enough 
as the bondsman is demanding 15 per cent rather than 10 per cent 
of the bond. The Panthers are trying to find someone to put up 
a property bond to get them out. 

When questioned concerning four "brothers" that might 
have been up north on approximately July 25, 1971, it was noted 
all the panther members were seen at the High point rally in 
High point. North Carolina, on July 25, 1971, and it is not 
believed any of them, much less four, could have been up north 
during that period. 

It is noted the panthers are listed in order of their 
apparent power in the party as follows; 

LARRY LITTLE, first 

WALTER DURHAM, second 

JULIUS CORNELL, third 

RUSSELL MC DONALD, fourth 

NELSON MALLOY, fifth 

It should be noted that HAZEL MACK was at one time a 
strong second, but she is fading out in power rapidly.
